I- Baron Tomosaburo 
Kato, premier of Japan, is, dead, it 
was officially announced today. 


Admiral Baron Kato, who had been 
seriously ill for some time, was born in 
1861. He saw ac- 
tive service in 
both the Chinese 
and Russian 
wars, being pro- 
moted to rear ad- 
miral during the 
last conflict. In 
1914 he took part 
be the war with 
Germany as com- 
mander of the 


battleship Settsu. 
In 1915 Baron 
Kato was made 
minister of the 
navy. He retained this office in the 
Terauchi and Hara ministries... He 
represented Japan at the Washington 
naval limitation conference.

Tulsa, Okla., Aug. 23.— Coming as 
a sensational climax to the fourth day 
of Adjt. Gen. Baird H. Markham's in- 
vestigation of floggings in Tulsa coun- 
ty, Ben F. Sikes, Grover C. Sikes, and 
Earl Sack of Broken Arrow, self-con- 
fessed members of the’ Ku Klux Klan, 
pleaded guilty tonight to rioting 
charges before District Judge W. B. 
Williams, and were sentenced to serve 
two years each in the penitentiary. 

This is the first; instance on. record 
‘th which kiaensmen have confessed in 
court that they were members of a 
flogging party and the first time sen- 
tence has ever been passed in the 
entire country on a klansman for par- 
ticipation in a mob outrage, state 
officers here believe. 

The Sikes brothers and Sack will not 
be taken to the penitentiary imme- 
diately, but probably will be kept here 
to be used as witnesses.

BERLIN, Aug. 23.—[ Tribune Ra- 
dio.]—The democratic, socialist, and 
part of the people's party press is pre- 
paring the people for the full news of 
Chancellor Stresemann's dictatorship.

Landis as an arbiter to settle the wage 
controversy. 


_ Carpenters’ Union Balks. 

The carpenters refused to submit 
their wage matter to Judge Landis for 
settlement and also refused to abolish 
the famous article 3 in their agree 
ment, which prohibited ‘importation of 
nonunion interior finish into the Chi- 
cago market. Awarding of the differ- 
ential scale wasn't acceptable to all 
trades. Each of them claimed their 
members were entitled to the same 
rate as the electricians and bricklay- 
ers, which was $1.10 an hour. 

It then became apparent that sev- 
eral trades would refuse to abide by 
Judge Landis’ finding. Contractors, 
realizing their serious predicament, 
began to look around for aid. For 
several weeks they got promises and 
nothing else. It was then that the cit- 
izens’ committee to enforce the award 
was organized. Led by John J. 
O'Leary, James A. Patten, . 

Noel, and Thomas E. Donnelley, a 
committee of 150 DUsiness men was 
formed to enforce the Landis award.
